The disease has two major symp- 
toms. The first is a type of skin 
cancer known as Kappa C which ap- 
pears as skin blisters on the ex- 
tremities. During the latter stages of 
the disease, the blisters appear on 
more noticable places, such as the 
neck and face. 

A second major symptom is ex- 
treme fatigue and the feeling of be- 
ing run down. According to Dicker- 
son this is caused by a bacteria 
which enters the patient's lungs and 
slowly chokes off the air supply. 

As well as a painful physical 
degeneration, AIDS patients suffer 
two-fold due to the social stigma at- 
tached to the disease. Dickerson 
stated that 77 percent of AIDS pa- 
tients are homosexual men. The first 
problem for many, she said, is "How 
do I tell my parents I have AIDS 
and risk telling them I'm gay?" 

A second problem is dealing with 
friends and loved ones who are 



unable to accept and understand the 
patient's homosexuality. "For 
fathers, this is especially hard," 
Dickerson said. 

She also stated that many people 
are so fearful of catching AIDS 
themselves they ostrisize those who 
suffer from itand become insensitive 
to their needs 

In order to contract the disease, 
one would "have to try very hard," 
Dickerson said. "You can't get it 
from a toilet seat or from eating 
after someone and there is no data to 
support that you can get it through 
kissing," she said. 

Because AIDS enters the body 
through the bloodstream, the only 
way to contract it is by being in- 
timate sexually with someone who 
has the disease. 

Homosexual men are most suscep- 
tible to AIDS due to the traumatic 
nature of anal intercourse, Dicker- 
son explained. She stressed that 



because of bleeding which occurs, 
the recipient is the partner most like- 
ly to receive the virus. 

Dickerson said there are many 
theories as to how AIDS entered the 
gay communities. A prominent view 
is that gay men who traveled to 
Africa where the disease is 
widespread throughout the popula- 
tion brought it back to this country. 
The disease gained attention when 
"They [homosexual men] noticed in 
their own communities they were dy- 
ing and didn't know why," Dicker- 
son said. 

Those also at risk include 
hemophiliacs and intravenous drug 
users who use needles passed on by 
others, as well as heterosexuals who 
engage in intercourse with a bisexual 
AIDS victim. 

One of the most frightening ques- 
tions about AIDS, according to 
Dickerson, is the incubation period. 
Whereas Herpes has an incubaton 



period of 2-80 days, the period for 
AIDS is unknown. 

Dickerson explained the case of a 
patient who had the disease for five 
years without knowing it and conse- 
quently passed it on to an indeter- 
minable number of people. On the 
average however, once a person con- 
tracts AIDS he will live for about 
two years. 

Although research on AIDS has 
been fruitful, there is no known 
treatment for the disease at this 
time, Dickerson said. The number of 
reported cases are increasing daily, 
as are the number of deaths. 

Dickerson encouraged the au- 
dience to think about those who 
have the disease, rather than 
themselves. "We must develop sen- 
sitivity to others and what they're 
going through," she said. "It's all 
right to hug an AIDS patient and 
hold his hand."

Extending his argument from 
blacks to all minorities, Williams 
stated adamantly that "it's not an 
issue of race; it's the ins versus the 
outs." 

He pointed out that minorities 
often discriminate against those 
minorities beneath them. " Once 
they got on the boat they 



said— Let's pull up the gangplank," 
he said. 

Williams is in favor of reducing the 
amount of government intervention 
within the economy. He pointed out 
several government programs which 
he argues are of no help to 
minorities, such as the Urban 
Renewal program. He believes these 
programs are only wasting poor peo- 
ple's money. 

When minorities can escape the 
government, they are able to im- 
prove their conditions, he said. 
Williams used as an example 
statistics showing that when blacks 
pan get out of the public school 
systems and into private schools, 
they do better on standardized tests 
than white children in public schools. 



His arguments aroused mixed feel- 
ings from the audience. Some 
students agreed with his views. 
Others took a middle stance by 
stating that although his points may 
have been true and viable in and of 
themselves, they might not hold true 
in practice. 

Afterwards, a student stated that 
Williams was just saying what his 
political colleagues wanted to hear. 
"He's black but he supported all of 
these conservative ideas that are 
basically anti-black," she stated. 
Citing Williams' wish to abolish 
minimum wage, she argued, "I think 
it's the wrong way to do it." 

Williams holds a position of 
distinguished professor of economics 
at George Mason University. He

The disease has two major symp- unable to accept and understand the 



toms. The first is a type of skin 
cancer known as Kappa C which ap- 
pears as skin blisters on the ex- 
tremities. During the latter stages of 
the disease, the blisters appear on 
more noticable places, such as the 
neck and face. 

A second major symptom is ex- 
treme fatigue and the feeling of be- 
ing run down. According to Dicker- 
son this is caused by a bacteria 
which enters the patient's lungs and 
slowly chokes off the air supply. 

As well as a painful physical 
degeneration, AIDS patients suffer 
two-fold due to the social stigma at- 
tached to the disease. Dickerson 
stated that 77 percent of AIDS pa- 
tients are homosexual men. The first 
problem for many, she said, is "How 
do I tell my parents I have AIDS 
and risk telling them I'm gay?" 

A second problem is dealing with 
friends and 



patient's homosexuality. "For 
fathers, this is especially hard," 
Dickerson said. 

She also stated that many people 
are so fearful of catching AIDS 
themselves they ostrisize those who 
suffer from itand become insensitive 
to their needs 

In order to contract the disease, 
one would "have to try very hard," 
Dickerson said. "You can't get it 
from a toilet seat or from eating 
after someone and there is no data to 
support that you can get it through 
kissing," she said. 

Because AIDS enters the body 
through the bloodstream, the only 
way to contract it is by being in- 
timate sexually with someone who 
has the disease. 

Homosexual men are most suscep- 
tible to AIDS due to the traumatic 
nature of anal intercourse, Dicker- 
explained. She stressed that 



because of bleeding which occurs, 
the recipient is the partner most like- 
ly to receive the virus. 

Dickerson said there are many 
theories as to how AIDS entered the 
gay communities. A prominent view 
is that gay men who traveled to 
Africa where the disease is 
widespread throughout the popula- 
tion brought it back to this country. 
The disease gained attention when 
"They [homosexual men) noticed in 
their own communities they were dy- 
ing and didn't know why," Dicker- 
son said. 

Those also at risk include 
hemophiliacs and intravenous drug 
users who use needles passed on by 
others, as well as heterosexuals who 
engage in intercourse with a bisexual 
AIDS victim. 

One of the most frightening ques- 
tions about AIDS, according to 
Dickerson, is the incubation period. 
Whereas Herpes has an incubaton 



period of 2-80 days, the period for 
AIDS is unknown. 

Dickerson explained the case of a 
patient who had the disease for five 
years without knowing it and conse- 
quently passed it on to an indeter- 
minable number of people. On the 
average nowever, once a person ton- 
tracts AIDS he will live for about 
two years. 

Although research on AIDS has 
been fruitful, there is no known 
treatment for the disease at this 
time, Dickerson said. The number of 
reported cases are increasing daily, 
as are the number of deaths. 

Dickerson encouraged the au- 
dience to think about those who 
have the disease, rather than 
themselves. "We must develop sen- 
sitivity to others and what they're 
going through," she said. "It's all 
right to hug an AIDS patient and 
hold his hand."

He proposed that in some cases, 
the Civil Rights Act has hurt blacks. 
He also claimed that barriers to the 
upward mobility of minorities have 
hurt many minority groups. His ex- 
ample was the minimum wage law. 

Williams stated that "disadvan- 
taged people anywhere benefit from 
the free market" and that black 
Americans need freedom of entry in- 
to the market but do not need han- 
douts from the government. 

Extending his argument from 
blacks to all minorities, Williams 
stated adamantly that "it's not an 
issue of race; it's the ins versus the 
outs." 

He pointed out that minorities 
often discriminate against those 
minorities beneath them. " Once 
they got on the boat they 



said— Let's pull up the gangplank," 
he said. 

Williams is in favor of reducing the 
amount of government intervention 
within the economy. He pointed out 
several government programs which 
he argues are of no help to 
minorities, such as the Urban 
Renewal program. He believes these 
programs are only wasting poor peo- 
ple's money. 

When minorities can escape the 
government, they are able to im- 
prove their conditions, he said. 
Williams used as an example 
statistics showing that when blacks 
pan get out of the public school 
systems and into private schools, 
they do better on standardized tests 
than white children in public schools. 



His arguments aroused mixed feel- 
ings from the audience. Some 
students agreed with his views. 
Others took a middle stance by 
stating that although his points may 
have been true and viable in and of 
themselves, they might not hold true 
in practice. 

Afterwards, a student stated that 
Williams was just saying what his 
political colleagues wanted to hear. 
"He's black but he supported all of 
these conservative ideas that are 
basically anti— black," she stated. 
Citing Williams' wish to abolish 
minimum wage, she argued, "I think 
it's the wrong way to do it." 

Williams holds a position of 
distinguished professor of economics 
at George Mason University. He

I'm sure that you've all heard how 
great our liberal arts education is 
here at MWC, but I think too often 
we forget about the fine quality in- 
struction available to us in the 
Sciences. The faculty in the depart- 
ments of Biology, Chemistry, 
Physics, Mathematics, and Com- 
puter Science represents some of the 
best educators on campus. Why then 
in very general terms, is Combs Hall 
avoided like the plague? 

I've asked this question of myself 
and my peers many a time. Tom 
Parham, a Biology major and 
department representative, recently 
confided to me, on the strict condi- 
tion that he remain anonymous, that 
in fact, the plague has contaminated 
various labs in the building. This 
development could be key in 
understanding the unpopularity of 
Combs. 

But I submit that it is not. After 
all, the basement of Chandler is 
teeming with rats, and that has 
seemingly not bothered anyone. 
Could it be that students just don't 
like the smell of formaldehyde, which 
permeates every classroom? 

Granted, the smell of death is a 
detraction, but I think Combs 
stigma can be attributed to basic 
student apathy: Science has become 
a teensy bit dull Where are those 
bold adventurers of yore? The 
Charles Darwins, the Da Vincis, the 

Indiana Joneses? 

Because I believe that the science 



departments here are getting an un- 
fair shake, two months ago I decided 
to take action. I applied for a 
research grant from the Jacques 
Yves Cousteau Foundation. 

My mission would be dangerous, 
but I knew that the morale of all 
Combs rested on my shoulders. The 
Foundation agreed to provide fun- 
ding, equipment and a support team, 
and the National Geographinc Socie- 
ty would send along a film crew. My 
stated goal: to find and document 
any life forms at the bottom of the 
salad dressing crocks at Seacobeck. 

I had first become interested in the 
ecosystem of salad dressing crocks 
in early 1979. At that time, I was 
working at a Gino's in Northern 
Virginia. Night after night, I noticed 
the bizarre behavior of various 
members of the salad bar. Intrigued, 
I began to keep a notebook and form 
hypotheses. By spring of 1980, 1 was 
studying advanced salad bar 
Ergonomics at Joe Theismann's 
Restaurant, one of the more 
respected institutions in its field. 

In 1982, 1 began my study here in 
Fredericksburg, concentrating on 
the social characteristics of salad bar 
crocks. Seacobeck Hall has one of 
the most fascinating, dynamic salad 
bars in the country and the Cousteau 
Foundation lept at the chance to 
study it. 

As the Cousteau ship, Calypso, 
docked at the footbridge by 
Seacobeck, I was beset by some 



puzzling questions: why are stray 
bits of cheese, croutons and 
macaroni salad always present in the 
dressing? and why don't we have 
Ranch dressing? 

Before I actually dove into the 
crocks, I paid a call to noted socialite

Last night I took a long walk 
around campus, an activity to which 
I have, as of late, become quite ac- 
customed.

Last night I wound up at the am- 
pi theatre.

I 
hate to get sappy in the Bullet, but 
I'm not good at saying goodbye in 
person, and what the hell, I'm going 
to miss the Bullet, too, (having spent 
a number of late nights in the Combs 
darkroom before I figured out that 
being an editor was work). 

Goodbye MWC. I'll be back for my 
degree next May. I learned a great 
deal in your classrooms, but I learn- 
ed much more from your students. 
And somehow, I think I'm going to 
need everything I learned from both
